(54) FORGED TRANSMITTING TERMINAL FOR EMERGENCY 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a forced 
transmitting terminal for emergency which can secure a 
connecting circuit when an emergency call is 
preferentially required 

SOLUTION: When a user operates a portable telephone 
terminal in an emergency for the forced transmission, a 
control circuit 6 performs the switching control of a 
switching circuit 2 and transmits a strong field signal 1 
from a forced transmitting circuit 5 to a base station via 
an antenna 1„ The strong field signal affects the portable 
telephone terminals included in a peripheral suppression 
effective range to cause an error of the connecting 
circuit between every portable telephone terminal and 
the base station and the base station disconnects the 
connecting circuit to the portable telephone terminal. 
Meanwhile, the circuit 5 transmits the strong field signal 
to the base station. When a prescribed time passed, the 
circuit 6 discontinues the transmission of the strong field 
signal and at the same time switches the circuit 2 to an 

ordinary transmitting circuit 4. The circuit 4 transmits an ordinary transmitting signal to the 
base station and a portable telephone terminal that requires the emergency communication can 
perform an emergency call. 
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[Claim 1] 

An emergency enforced transmission terminal, comprising. 

a switching circuit that switches from a normal transmission/reception and an 
enforced transmission; 

a transmission circuit that is transmittable to a base station at a normal transmission 
level, 

a receiving circuit that receives a transmission signal transmitted from the base 
station at a normal reception level, 

an enforced transmission circuit that transmits at a transmission output level which 
is sufficiently higher than a transmission output level of the transmission circuit at 
emergency, and 

a control circuit that performs to the switching circuit a connection control of an 
antenna and the enforced transmission circuit, during an enforced transmission 
operation by a user when a connection line between the transmission circuit and the 
base station cannot be secured in attempt to transmit from the transmission circuit in 
cases of emergency, outputs an enforced field signal from the enforced transmission 
circuit, suppresses a cellular phone terminal located within a suppression valid area by 
transmitting an interference wave to disconnect a connection line between the base 
station and the cellular phone terminal, which is decided by the base station, performs a 
switching control from the switching circuit to the transmission circuit side by stopping 
the transmission of the enforced field signal after a predetermined time enforced signal 
transmission from the enforced transmission circuit to the base station, and outputs a 
normal transmission signal from the antenna

[Problems to be solved by the invention] 

Nevertheless, in addition to the method which is required for securing the emergency 
communication line covering most of the communication ranges, because the remaining 
lines that can be used for the normal communication would be less, therefore, it 
becomes difficult to secure the emergency line at the same time as increasing the line- 
in-use as much as possible for the normal communication 

[0006] The present invention attempts to solve the above-mentioned drawbacks The 
present invention is directed to the emergency enforced transmission terminal that 
allocates all usable frequency for a general use under non-emergency situation, in cases 
of emergency communication at a location where an emergency line is not prepared, 
and increases the lines used for the normal cases by allocating the lines for the general 



uses if the emergency line is already available 
[0007] 

[Means to solve the invention] 

An emergency enforced transmission terminal which comprises a switching circuit that 
switches from a normal transmission/reception and an enforced transmission, a 
transmission circuit that is transmittable to a base station at a normal transmission level, 
a receiving circuit that receives a transmission signal transmitted from the base station 
at a normal reception level, an enforced transmission circuit that transmits at a 
transmission output level which is sufficiently higher than a transmission output level of 
the transmission circuit at emergency, and a control circuit that performs to the 
switching circuit a connection control of an antenna and the enforced transmission 
circuit, during an enforced transmission operation by a user when a connection line 
between the transmission circuit and the base station cannot be secured in attempt to 
transmit from the transmission circuit in cases of emergency, outputs an enforced field 
signal from the enforced transmission circuit, suppresses a cellular phone terminal 
located within a suppression valid area by transmitting an interference wave to 
disconnect a connection line between the base station and the cellular phone terminal, 
which is decided by the base station, performs a switching control from the switching 
circuit to the transmission circuit side by stopping the transmission of the enforced field 
signal after a predetermined time enforced signal transmission from the enforced 
transmission circuit to the base station, and outputs a normal transmission signal from 
the antenna 
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
